Dr. H. B. Dale, an Oshkosh, Physi- 


cian, Is Against Testing Chil- 


dren with Milk. 


Oshllosh Northwestern: 'Conslde'r- 


able Interest has been excited among 
tho members of the'Oshkosh medical 
'raternlty by a proposition of Dr. W. 
P. Roberts of Janesvlllo for a series 
oi tests to determine .whether or not 
hovlnn tuberculosis .or consumption 
in cattle can be transmitted to the 
human, race through milk, and Dr. H. 
B. Dale has no hesitancy In opposing 
the plan of Dr. Roberts. For some 
time past eminent scientists have de- 
clared that much of the prevalence 
nf • consumption in tho human race 
.'s traceable to milk from, cattle afflict- 
•:d with that disease. Dr. Koch, the 
eminent physician, disagrees 
with 


that theory and tho matter has be- 
come one In which all the physicians 
nre interested. Tho proposition 
of 


Dr. Roberts is to find out by actual 
experiment whether or not the dis- 
ease if transmlssable, but the means 
he proposes to employ are such as to 
cause a gasp of astonishment from 
nearly all physicians. 
He propeses 


to experiment upon a number of chil- 
dren, dividing them Into three classes 
cue nf which will be a class predis- 
posed to tuberculosis and to 
feed 


them upon milk known to be Infected 


tuberculosis germs, another to 


fed upon cows' milk supposed to 
free from germs, and a third upon 
a prepaerd food. Ho states that at 
the end of six months' or a .year's 
time necessary for tho test, the chil- 
dren fed upon the patented prepara- 
tion will show tlio best results, while 
the other two classes will show prac- 
tically tho 
same results, but will 


show an Inferiority to tho patent food 
babies. Dr. H. B. Dale of this city. 
In commenting upon the'plan of Dr. 
Roberts, said that he has always be- 
lieved with Dr. Koch, that tuberculo- 
sl Is not transralssablo from animals 
to human beings, although there aro 
many scientists who firmly hold 
to 


that theory, but as to the test pro- 
posed by Dr. Roberts, he thinks It 
might "be a little rough on tho chll- 
I'ren." He says he does not believe 
any natural feeling parents 
would 


consent to any such tests upon their 
off spring, and is sure that public sen- 
timent would not permit the children 
of charitable Institutions to be prac- 
ticed upon In that manner. He says
